Board of Agriculture on “Potatoes & Sure 
Crop,” by one who knows how, Hon. 5s. 
L. Holbrook, the member from the Saga- 
dahoe Society. A man who could come out 
victorious over the destructive power of the 
heat and wet combined, is certainly worthy 
the position he occupies. His crop yielded 
300 bushels to the acre, and though re- 
duced somewhat by rotting, there is still a 
bountiful crop left sound and bright... Will 
Mr. Holbrook tell the Farmer how he pro- 
duced them? 

The Bay State Agricultural Society, 
though holding no fair this fall, is still 
mindful of the work it has in hand in offer- 
ing the following prizes, announced 
through its Secretary, W. 8. Lincoln, Wor- 
cester: For the three best essays on any 
agricultural topic, delivered before any far- 
mers’ club or institute, required by the 
rules of the State Board of Agriculture dur- 
ing the season of 1887-8, Ist, $50; 2d, $40; 
8d, $30. No objection will be made to any 
of these essays having been read before 
more than one farmers’ club or institute. 
The prize essays will be published in the 
society’s transactions for 1888, and should 
be sent to the Secretary before Dec. 15th of 
that year. 


An article in the Massachusetts Plough- 
man, on a new volume upon which it has 
just entered, hale, hearty and vigorous as 
ever, thus speaks of what it terms ‘the 
growing habit in modern journalising, 
which is visibly creeping into the columns 
of agricultural journals, of employing scur- 
rility in treating of individuals who happen 
to be before the public, and studiously re- 
ferring to them in terms that are obviously 
intended to be offensive.” And it very 
justly goes on to say that ‘it deserves and 
sooner or later will receive, the severest 
public reprobation. ‘The man who uses the 
press for purposes of personal resentment 
has no legitimate right to have any con- 
nection with it.” 


Do “the horses draw the crowd and pay 
the bills” at our fairs, as horse reporters 
would have us believe, and horse fanciers 
so eloquently plead in their arguments for 
the leading positions? No! isthe emphatic 
answer to allsuch claims. It takes a full 
exhibition to draw acrowd. ‘This has been 
proved over and over again so many times 
here in our State, that the horse specialist is 
not left that dares risk his money on his own 
wares alone. It would be no more fal- 
lacious to claim that the fat oxen and fancy 
steers draw the crowd. Even if all hands 
repaired to the grand standin the after- 
noon (which they never do) to witness the 
trot, it is no proof that they attended the 
fair and paid their money to see the horse- 
trot. They take thatin as a part of the 
show. No, farmers, stand your ground; 
the cattle, colts, sheep, poultry and farm 
products are still important factors, and 
can’t be omitted any more than the horse 
trot. It takes all to win success, and it is 
best to see that no one part is allowed to 
become larger than the whole. It is not 
“getting into the minds of most everybody 
that horses draw the crowd and pay the 
bills.” They do their part, and do it well. 


Border Farming. 

It is supposed by the people at large that 
in the towns bordering on the great timber 
forests which still cover unbroken a vast 
territory stretching away among the moun- 
tains which mark the boundary of the State 
on the west and north, and cast their shad- 
ows over the almost unnumbered town- 
ships lying along the streams and around 
the lakes which form the head waters of 
the great river systems of the State, that 
our civilization fades away as the forest is 
approached, and gradually disappearing, 
is finally lost in its shadows; and that it 
has left the squalid poverty, the hardship 
and the ignorance which elsewhere, and in 
former times, have been associated with 
border life. Nothing could be farther from 
the facts as found in Maine. The farm 
whose pastures border on the unending 
woods of the timber country, are feeding 
the Durhams, the Herefords and South- 
downs; and on these farms is employed all 
the modern appliances which go to facili- 
tate work and make labor light, while the 
buildings’ are the best of the kind, and 
fashioned after the advanced knowledge of 
the day, and furnished with modern appli- 
ances fully abreast of any to be found else- 
where. And, best of all, the occupants 
are educated, refined, and well read in all 
the affairs of the world. Having in mind 
the pioneer life of the early settlers of the 
country, this condition is a pleasing sur- 
prise. To-day there is no pioneer life 
among us, no tapering off from the town to 
the woods. Now, wherever land is cleared, 
the town and all that goes with it is planted 
at once. 

The town of Rangeley, with a population 
of about 700, is dropped down in the heart 
of the woods, and is surrounded on all 
sides with deep forests, unbroken only by 
the crews of lumbermen who cull out the 
best timber from the most accessible points. 
This township embraces the renowned 
Rangeley lake, the upper lake of the great 
system which is the head waters of the 
Androscoggin river. But little more than 
a belt of land immediately bordering on the 
shores of the lake has yet been hewn out of 
the forest. Yet here are found many good 
farmers, and among them some of the 
wealthiest and most independent of any in 











& spot as nature could devise, still divides 
time between the woods the 
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and two to three hundred sheep. Other 
neighbors on all hands are alike well situ- 
ated, and doing a similar large busjpess. 
Sheep, with all of them, wisely form a 
large part of the farm stock. All of the 
stock, cattle, sheep and horses, alike is in 
fine condition, the feed having been abun- 
dant the season through, and still green in 
the rich pastures. In fact drouth is hardly 
ever known here in these mountain basins. 
Mr. Luther Nile is one of the largest, if 
not the most extensive farmers in the State, 
and has one of the best equipped farms. 
This would hardly be looked for in a town 
so far away in the woods as is this. The 
crops on this farm the present year were 
400 tons hay, about 1000 bushels oats and 
200 bushels wheat not yet threshed. Mr. 
Nile states that his crop of wheat has not 
been below 200 bushels any year since he 
has been on the farm. He keeps 75 head of 
cattle, high grade Shorthorns, and all good 
ones, 500 sheep, medium coarse, and 12 to 
20 horses and colts. His usual help is 
seven men by the season, and twenty-five 
in haying. 

On outlying lands he has five barns used 
only for storage purposes. ‘The home 
buildings are a village in themselves, and 
are all built in a most thorough and sub- 
stantial manner, and with the double view 
of comfort for the animals and convenience 
in caring for them. The stable has stall 
room for some 25 horses, with cellar for 
swine. There are three stock barns, each 
45 feet wide, and two of them 80 feet long 
each, and the other 100, and under each is 
a high posted basement built in a most sub- 
stantial manner, two of them finished 
with feeding racks for sheep. One of these 
is furnished with two-story racks to econo- 
mize room. On the main floor the linters 
are provided with stanchions for tying 
76 cattle, and all finished in the most ap- 
proved modern manner, and finished so 
light and warm that no frost ever finds the 
quarters where the stock is kept. The 
house, stable, all the linters where the cat- 
tle are kept, and the cellars where the sheep 
are fed, are supplied with running water 
that never ices, so that not an animal has 
to go out doors for drink. The barns are 
all double boarded throughout. In addi- 
tion to these there is a large implement- 
house, grainery, carpenter shop and black- 
smith shop. In these shops the proprietor 
does all the repairing in iron and wood 
that is called for on the farm. All of these 
buildings are furnished with many little 
conveniences and arrangements suggested 
by the inventive genius of the owner, and 
which greatly facilitate the labor called for 
in caring for the stock. 

Of course such a farm would not omit 

the supply of a full line of approved pat- 
terns of the needed implements for carrying 
on the farm work, 
In the extent of the work carried on, and 
in the completeness of the buildings and 
fixtures, we do not know the equal of this 
farm in the State. It isa surprise to find 
such farming right in the heart of the 
Maine woods. Yet itis the result of that 
intelligence and education which go with 
our Maine people wherever they locate. 





Industries of Woodstock, N. B. 





For a town of three thousand inhabitants 
it is not often one finds more varied indus- 
tries than are to be seen in this active coun- 
try place. The location is not what would 
please one accustomed to regularly laid out 
streets, and the signs of the heavy fires in 
years past are still to be seen, but the evi- 
dence is plenty that here is a busy town, 
supported by a good farming section. 
Many of the residences are very fine, while 
the public buildings are substantial struc- 
tures. 

Among the industries we found, were 
Messrs. Small and Fisher, and the Union 
Foundry Co., doing business together, and 
employing twenty-five hands, manufactur- 
ing threshing machives, mowers, fanning 
mills, wood sawing machines, stoves, 
plows, cultivators, and switches for the 
railroads. The threshers are like the ‘‘Little 
Giant,” with some slight variations. The 
mowers combine the essentials of the Frye 
and the Kelly machines, and the fanning 
mill like our “Queen of the Harvest,” only 
slightly reduced in size. The plows are 
patterned after the Hussey and Frye, so 
well known to our readers. Thus the 
superior qualities of Maine inventions are 
recognized on every hand, and this firm 
was very ready to acknowledge indebted- 
ness to those named for patterns and inven- 
tions. No plows or cultivators give so 
good satisfaction as those made from Maine 
models. 

Thé Doren furnace met us when we 
entered the grounds, and we found this 
firm making them and considering them 
the best. The engine from which they 
obtain power is made from patterns of the 
Buckeye engine from Ohio, with automatic 
cut-off. At the present time the mill is in 
full operation, the entire buildings warmed 
by steam, and also the dwelling of one of 
the owners, yet the entire cost per day for 
feed is fifty-six cents. No engine made in 
Canada or the Provinces will do this work 
at such low cost. The iron used is, in part, 
imported from Scotland, and part from 
Londonderry, N. B. 

In the tannery of J. D. Dickerman we 
found 18 men busy at work making sole 
leather. The supply of hides coming in 
part from the Provinces, but many from 
the West, from Texas and California. ‘The 
texture of the Texas hides is better than 
any other, those from California larger, 
but coarse in fibre. About 3,000 sides of 
sole leather are sent out every year, the 
market being in the Provinces and Canada. 

The Woodstock Wood Working Factory 
employs 12 men in general wood working, 
the wood used being birch, spruce, pine, 
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everywhere manifest, the future of the 
town is assured. 

The electric lights in the streets and 
stores derive their power from the same 
engine that supplies the town with water, 
the pumping being direct from the river. 
The fire department is the best we ever 
saw in any country town, being almost 
entirely confined to one man. With abund- 
ant hydrants there seems to be no further 
peed of fire companies. 

In the town building we saw the fine 
steam engine, now set one side. The hose 
wagon, built in the town, is of the most ap- 
proved plan, the hose being laid after the 
plan suggested by the late convention of 
engineers at Philadelphia. The horse 
stands in his stall just behind the wagon. 
It wasa pleasure to witness the alacrity 
with which the team was got upon the 
road. When the driver rolls out of his 
hammock at the first alarm, the rebound 
of the ropes throws off the catch and the 
door of the stall flies open, the horse 
promptly taking his position, the snaps 
and buckles click to place, the lifting of 
the reins lets go a rope, the outer doors 
open and away goes the team. In the ex- 
hibition made it was 33 seconds from the 
time the alarm struck before the team was 
flying down the street, the entire work 
being done by the driver. At the second 
test the teams were at the door in 22 sec- 
onds. The hose are so flolded that a line 
may be strung with the horse on the run. 
In some of the fires here the driver has laid 
his hose and got his streams on before any 
help appeared. The adjustable nozzle be- 
ing used, the stream is ready as soon as the 
coupling is complete. In the simplicity 
of the arrangements, and its inexpensive- 
ness, is found its chief merits, which 
might be adopted by many of our towns in 
Maine to great advantage. 

The hotel accommodations are good, and 
we feel fully justified in commending the 
Wilbur House, where one may be sure of 
kind attention at all times. Whatever may 
be the political and commercial relations of 
the future, between State and Province, 
no one can visit Woodstock without feeling 
that great credit is due its public spirited 
citizens who, with singleness of purpose, 
labor for its prosperity. 


A Word about Forest Leaves. 


The leaves of trees when used in horse 
stables for bedding and as an absorbent, 
and afterwards properly handled, go to 
make up a compost which is probably the 
best of any known for use in hot beds, and 
for the rapid growth, early maturity, and 
abundant production of early peas in open 
field or garden culture. For the former 
purpose manure composted with leaves is 
finer than when straw is used, the heat is 
more uniform and lasting, the hot beds do 
not dry out se rapidly below the surface, 
and the plants grow better when once fairly 
started in the fine natural root bed of which 
leaves form a considerable part. In the 
case of early peas the reason for special 
adaptation is not so apparent, but is probab- 
ly the same. For either of the above uses 
they will richly repay the cost of gathering. 
But for general purposes, and as the work 
is usually done, when time is money, as it 
is on the most of our farms at this season 
of the year, itis a question whether they 
are worth the time required to get them. 
There are too many broken branches and 
too much underbrush in the most of our 
forests to make the taking up of leaves a 
rapid or a pleasant operation. 

The time is not far distant, indeed it has 
already come, in many of the older sections 
of the State, when arboriculture, or tree 
farming, may be made as profitable as any 
other sort of farming, if we consider the 
low value of the lands where it may be and 
should be carried on. A crop of trees 
needs’ room and sunlight as much as any 
other, in order to make a rapid and sym- 
metrical growth. 

Perhaps, then, the suggestion may” be 
worth the making, that the first necessary 
and natural step to take in order to enable 
us to aflord a good supply of leaves for 
winter use in our stables, will be to clear 
up the rubbish and cut out the smaller 
trees from a half acre or.more of forest, 
charging the expense to the ‘Forest Ac- 
count.” Then and afterwards there will 
be no doubt About the economy of raking 
up leaves for bedding. It is generally be- 
lieved that they contain much more plant 
food than straw or other litter. It does 
not come within the province of this article 
to settle or even discuss that question. It 
is clear, at the very least, that plants will 
grow fat on leaves while others are starving 
on sawdust, and while we are seeking to 
add, in every possible way, to the resources 
of the farm, it may be well to look in this 
direction for a part, at least, of the litter, 
of which so much is needed. 


Grape Notes. 


Grapes have finally colored very well in 
the gardens of Maine the present year, but 
they are not as sweet as their good looks 
would indicate. They have ripened very 
slowly, but the absence of killing frosts 
has given them time to color. It requires 
hot weather, however, to put in the sweet- 
ness. This we have not had. The usual 
heated weeks in September have this year 
been omitted, and the grapes have lost its 
refining effects and look much better than 
they taste. There has been almost contin- 
uous sunshine, but it takes heat to produce 
sweetness in this fruit. 

The Pomologist to the Connecticut Board 
of Agriculture, P. M. Augur, claims that 
grapes have more flavor when grown near 
their northern limit of production than if 
raised farther south. What does he mean 
by ‘“‘flavor?” If acid, then the merest tyro 
can prove his conclusions sound. If sweet- 
ness is understood to be an element of 
flavor we would look to the lower latitudes 
for it, and have ample proof of our premises. 

At the recent meeting of the American 
Pomological society at Boston, one interest- 
ing feature of the fruit exhibition was 165 
different varieties of grapes exhibited by T. 
8S. Hubbard & Co., Fredonia, N. Y., being

Farmers’ Autumn Festivals, 


Reported for the Maine Farmer. 
The Franklin County Agricultural So- 
ciety. 
Its History. 

This Society was incorporated, by an ‘act 
of the State Legislature, in the winter of 
1840. ‘The charter members included some 
of the most prominent and enterprising 
business men of Farmington and adjacent 
towns, who from its inception gave the 
society their cordial support. The first 
meeting for organization was held at the 
court house in Farmington, May 26, 1840. 
After the adoption of a code of by-laws the 
meeting adjourned to June 10th, at which 
time the organization was made permanent. 
The officers elected were: President, Elna- 
than Pope; Vice President, Elisha Keyes; 
Kecording Secretary, Isaac ‘I'yler; Corres- 
ponding Secretary, Nathan Cutler; ‘Treas- 
urer, Joseph Titcomb; Collector, Adam 
Mott; Trustees, Josiah Prescott, Samuel 
8S. Ward, John Morrison, Cyrus Pierce and 
Eben Pillsbury. ‘The first show and fair of 
the society was held at Farmington Centre 
village, Gctober 9th and 10th, 1840. Dr. 
James Bates of Norridgewock, delivered 
the address, and the exhibition was pro- 
nounced a decided success. Similar shows 
have been held, without interruption, every 
year since. The society now owns a com- 
modious park, with new and convenient 
buildings thereon, and one of the best half- 
mile tracks in this section of the State. The 
organization for 1887 is as follows: Presi- 
dent, J. W. Lothrop, Chesterville; Secre- 
tary, Edward A. Hall, ditto; ‘Treasurer and 
Collector, Peter P. Tufts, Farmington; 
Trustees, George McLaughlin, New Sharon, 
B. W. Brown, Wilton, M. C. Hobbs, Farm 
ington, 8. M. Keep, Jay, A. W. Turner, 
Temple; Marshal, John J. Hunt, Wilton. 

So judiciously have the affairs of the so- 
ciety been managed, and so ably have the 
efforts of its officers been seconded by the 
people of Franklin county, that to-day its 
exhibitions are counted among the best in 
our State. The sum of $800 is offered in 
premiums the present year, and in many 
classes there is frequently a sharp competi- 
tion for the honors of the society. 

Its Forty-Eighth Annual Show. 

The 48th annual show and fair of this 
society was held at Franklin Park, Farm- 
ington, on ‘Tuesday, Wednesday and Thurs- 
day, October 4th, 5th and 6th, 1887. Al- 
though rain fell during Monday night the 
clouds melted away at an early hour T'ues- 
day morning, and the rising sun heralded 
one of those lovely autumnal days so dear 
to the heart of the New Englander. ‘lhe 
officers of the society were at the park at a 
seasonable hour, determined to leave noth- 
ing undone which would in any way pro- 
mote the interests of the coming show. 

Glancing over the enclosure, the eye 
familiar with the park, notices many impor- 
tant improvements. Perhaps the most im- 
portant of these is the new grand-stand, 25 
x100 feet, with an estimated seating capa- 
city for 800 persons. Here, for the trivial 
sum of ten cents, any one can have a com- 
fortable seat and a commanding view of 
the race course. ‘The new judges’ stand, 
16x16 feet, looms up on the site of the 
rickety structure which has heretofore 
serve’ » the double capacity of jndges’ 
stand ai. lock-up. The new structure is 
of modern design, and a convenience which 
those who judge the society’s races will 
appreciate. ‘Three hundred and fifty feet 
of substantially built cattle sheds, erected 
the present season, is another valuable im- 
provement which exhibitors of neat stock 
will prize not a little. Parties in Farming- 
ton have expended $50 upon the track, and 
it is now in first-rate condition for the com- 
ing races. These improvements have cost 
the society nearly or quite $1000. Sucha 
generous outlay merits, and will doubtless 
receive, a liberal patronage. 

The muddy condition of the roads ‘Tues- 
day morning caused the stock to come in a 
little later that would otherwise have been 
the case, but by ten o’clock it became a 
settled fact that the forty-eighth annual 
show would be as successful as any of its 
predecessors. 

The Stock Exhibit. 

At the appointed hour, Tuesday forenoon, 
the town teams of oxen and steers were 
ranged on the elliptical inclosure formed 
by the race-course, and thither the scribe 
wended his way. ‘There were four teams 
of oxen, each containing ten yoke on ex- 
hibition. Of these, three teams were made 
up of oxen owned in Farmington, while the 
fourth was from the town of Wilton. By 
dint of much running to and fro and the 
asking of scores of questions, the writer 
succeeded in finding the owners of a por- 
tion of these oxen from whom were gleaned 
the subjoined facts and figures: At the but- 
end of the Farmington teams was a large 
pair of grade Durham oxen, 6 yrs. old, 
owned by ‘I. Frank Davis, Farmington, 
which fill the line at 8 ft. 2 ins. R. Bart- 
lett Smith came next witha pair of grade 
Durhams 6 yrs. old and plump 8 ft. He 
also showed a pair of grade Herefords, 5 
yrs. old, girthing 7 ft.

A 
heifer calf of about same age and girth 
weighs 734 pounds. A r of educated 
yearlings were exhibited by H. B. Voter, 
a son of the fore-mentioned gentleman. 
Henry Manter showed a large Durham beef 
cow girthing 7 feet. Mellen Hayes, Farm- 
ington, shows, as usual, some good speci- 
mens of registered Holstein stock, in the 
merits of which breed he has great faith. 
The latest addition to his herd is a bull 
calf, “Jim Blaine,” of his own breeding by 
his registered bull, Lord Lewiston. » Fr. 
Tufts, Farmi n, well known as a breeder 
of registered Hereford stock, made a credit- 
able exhibit, the results of his judicious 
breeding. Mr. T.’s stock has captured 
many ribbons at the State and county 
fairs. Lawyer Henry L. Whitcomb of 
Farmington, made an interesting exhibit, 
consisting of three — heifers (trip- 
lets) of grade Hereford blood. They are 
of good size, possess the characteristic 
coloring of the thoroughbred Hereford, and 
are all three with calf by Louis Kershner’s 
Hereford bull. J. H. Hunter, New Vine- 
yard, shows a thoroughbred Jersey heifer, 
3 yrs. old, with her bull calf by Asaph 
Works’ thoroughbred bull. ‘These captured 
the society's first and second premiums re- 
spectively. W. V. Libby, Farmington, 
showed a thoroughbred Jersey stock cow 
which, if indications are of any value, is as 
good at the pail as she is for stock. M. B. 
Bailey of Farmington, whose reputation as 
a breeder of Hereford stock extends far 
beyond the limits of his own county, ex- 
hibited his well known registered bul) Ken- 
nebee Boy, bred by W. R. Grose, Cornwall, 
England, and imported by Burleigh & Bod- 
well when four months old. His sire was 
Winstanlay (No. 6258), dam Blossom by 
Character. He also shows a fine 2-year-old 
bull, Cleveland, by Kennebec — out of 
Farmington Lady, and a yearling bull, 
Hendricks, a full brother to Cleveland. 
Kennebec Boy is 5 yrs. old, oe 8 feet, 
and weighs 2100 pounds. A. H. Luce, Jay, 
showed a thoroughbred Hereford bull, 
Leycurgus, 4 yrs. old, bred by —— 
& Bodwell, formerly owned by J. D. 
thompson & Son, North Livermore, and 
is the sire of much good stock in that vici- 
nity. Not having been owned in the 
county the prescribed three months, he was 
not an eligible competitor for the society’s 
preferments. 

The exhibit of sheep was small and the 
competing flocks widely scattered. A more 
systematic pe of the sheep and 
other stock exhibits would certainly add to 
the interest and attractiveness of coming 
shows. Herman Corbett and E. F. Gilman 
of Farmington, were the principal exhibi- 
tors of fine wool sheep. ‘The coarser grades 
were represented by specimens from the 
flocks of A. A. Oakes, Chesterville, Alphon- 
so Chase, Wilton, etc. 

J. A. Webster, Farmington, showed a 
White Chester boar with sow and pigs of 
the same breed; alsoasow and pigs of a 
new breed known as the Mackay White. 
They are said to resemble the Chester 
White and are perhaps a cross from that 
breed. 

The poultry exhibit was assigned a space 
under the new grand stand, where the 
scribe chanced to find it in his wanderings. 
David H. Knowlton of Farmington, showed 
a coop of Bramah chicks, which for size 
and beauty are hard to beat. F. D. Grover, 
Jay, coops of White Plymouth Rocks and 
Wyandottes. Frank Benson, Farmington, 
shows White Leghorns, which are a relia- 
ble breed when eggs are wanted. L. C. 
Smith of Wliton, exhibited six coops of 
W yandottes, and handsome birds they were. 
They are of large size and must prove an 
excellent market variety.

ting for the Society’s purses. Although 
the entries may not have been quite so 
numerous, the lack in number was cert :in- 
ly made up in the excellence of the exhibit. 
A marked improvement is noticeable in the 
horse exhibit from year to year, and it is 
confidently expected that Franklin county 
will eventually become as famous for its 
horses as Somerset is for the ex- 
cellence of its Merino sheep. 
The Horse Exhibit. 

Tarbox Bros., Farmington, had on ex- 
hibition their well known stallions, Bronze 
and Robert Burns. At the earnest solicita- 
tion of many breeders, Messrs. ‘Tarbox 
abandoned the idea of withholding Bronze 
from service, and fitting him for the track, 
and allowed him to stand for service an- 
other season in their stud. Through a 
misconception of the Society’s rules, which 
limits the number of times an animal may 
successively receive the first premium, the 
committee ruled Bronze out, and awarded 
the first prize to Robert Burns, although 
the former was justly entitled to it. 

E. K. Woodman, Farmington, had on ex- 
hibition his finely finis' bay stallion, 
Woodland, (No. 6731,) by Woodlawn, a 
son of Hero of Thorndale. The dam of 
Woodland, Kate Clyde, was by Mambrino 
Chief. This promising young stallion was 
bred by Mr. Woodman, and foaled June 8, 
1884; he stand fifteen and one-half hands 
high, weighs 1050 pounds, and is an animal 
of much promise.

A. N. Goodridge, Industry, showed nine 
plates of apples, including specimens of 
I'wenty-ounce and other choice varieties. 

J. W. Adams shows plates of Flemish 
Beauty pears of good size, but hardly per- 
fect, showing some tendency to crack. 
Mr. Adams should use ashes plentifully 
about the roots of his pear trees. 

Next came the exhibit of F. W. Wright 
of Wilton, who showed nearly a dozen va- 
rieties of standard fruit. 

Mr. Isaac B. Bean, Jay, exhibits 26 va- 
rieties, including fall and winter fruit. 
“This man,” said Mr. J. B. Bean, introduc- 
ing the reporter to W. W. Rodbird of Jay, 
‘““knows more about apples and orcharding 
than any man in Franklin county.” 
“There,” said Mr. Rodbird, pointing toa 
fine plate of Gravensteins, after the usual 
exchange of civilities, ‘is an excellent ap- 
ple. It is worth $1 per barrel more than 
any other apple in the market.” Mr. R. 
has made a life study of orcharding, and 
exhibits forty varieties from his extensive 
orchards. He thinks well of the Golden 
Ball, but says it is a poor keeper. 

F. D. Grover, Jay, showed thirteen varie- 
ties of fall and winter fruit, including a 
plate of McIntosh Red, which caused quite 
a discussion as to the correctness of the 
name. ‘Condemn it,” said one old fellow, 
during the discussion, “You can’t tell 
nothing by the names given to New York 
trees.” 

H. A. B. Keyes showed a fine plate of 
Alexander apples of very large size, also 
plates of Baldwins, Nonesuch, and King 
Chompkins. 

H. P. Judkins, Chesterville, showed 
plates of Roxbury, Amn. Golden, Sweet, 
and other varieties of the Russett. 

M. J. North, Weston, makes an exhibit 
which shows him to be a fruit grower of 
experience and ood judgment. 

Reuben Hatch, Farmington, certainly 
‘takes the cake” in raising Flemish Beau- 
ty pears, as a plate of fine large ones go to 
prove. E. B. Hunt exhibits eight varie- 
ties of pears. 

M. L. R. Purington, Wilton, showed 
seven plates of winter fruit, including 
Baldwins, Vandeveres, Harveys, Munson 
Sweets, etc. 

Mrs. E. A. Hall showed plates of Cal- 
verts, richly colored Fameuse, and some 
excellent Garden Royals. 

Other exhibitors of fruit were C. E. Car- 
ville, Farmington, O. D. Ripley, Jay, and 
T. J. Clough, Chesterville.

the creamery question. In opening he 
stated a fact well known to those familiar 
with the methods of the man. ‘In all my 
work as Secretary of your Board, | have 
aimed always to advise upon questions from 
the standpoint of practicability. From the 
results of the past, and outlook for the 
future, I can do no less than endorse any 
measure looking to the establishment of 
co-operative rying. It is adapted to 
our situation and condition. For twenty- 
five years I have depended upon the dairy, 
and have yet to see a year when it has not 
been profitable. The time for private 
dairies has passed. We must combine and 
co-operate. There must be, first of all, 
economy of expenditure, whether private 
or associated dairying. The system is all 
right, the question is settled, and now 
whether profitable for you of Aroostook 
depends entirely upon you. I[f you have 
the cows and will furnish the cream, then 
the whole thing is in your own hands, and 
profit will follow.” 

The general discussion following these 
opening remarks was very interesting 
and instructive, the points brought out 
being practical. Evidently the farmers of 
Aroostook mean busi and the hints 
thrown out by the Secretary must be valu- 
able in future operations. 

Hon. J. M. Deering, Saco, President of 
the Board, was called out to supplement the 
remarks of Mr. Gilbert. ‘Stock husban- 
dry,” he said, ‘‘must form the basis of our 
farm crops. Whether beef, horses, butter 
or cheese, either, and all of these are neces- 
sary for the complete success of varied 
farm work. What line should we 
choose? It should be that for which you 
are best suited and adapted. It seems just 
now to be associated dairying, and if you 
can unite your efforts there is no question 
but success will crown your efforts. Sell- 
ing milk in our cities pays but little, if any 
more than butter making, when all things 
are considered. The relative value of the 
two industries, beef and butter, is to-day 
in favor of butter. ‘he sheep industry to- 
day is all right, and one to be encouraged. 
So also is horse breeding, the only care being 
necessary that we hold to a high quality and 
good size. | have lately traveled through the 
West, and I find the same cry there as well 
as here. The farmers are selling beef and 
going into dairying, changing about as the 
wind changes. Let's stand A our system 
of mixed husbandry and grow all of our 
stock, steers as wellas heifers. Low prices 
are always followed by high, but the men 
who succeed are those that stand for time 
by the industry that is theirs. We can 
compete with any State, and we shall have 
a profit if we will but apply business prin- 
ciples to whatever we do. The question 
of maintaining the fertility of our farms 
cannot be neglected. 

Hon. R. W. Ellis, Belfast, member from 
Waldo. “I am rejoiced to see the full 
barns, the rich fields and large herds that 
everywhere are to be seen as | came along 
the road. Ihave seen the ruinous policy 
of continual cropping of our farms in the 
older portions. I urge upon your attention 
this question. Ihave been for years en- 
gaged in dairying, and I have never seen 
the time 1 have not been well paid; but 
that is not all, for by this system I have 
been able to do what otherwise would be 
impossible, maintain the fertility of my 
farm. You who came from the older 
section know that to continue cropping 
will in time work for you what it has 
worked there.” 

“Things Sometimes Overlooked,” was the 
subject of the able address by G. M. Whit- 
aker, Boston, Mass., general editor of the 
New England Farmer. **Great successes,” 
said he, “are the day dreams of all, but 
wealth or high ambition must not be real- 
ized at the expense of little things. The 
plodder, careful of little things, often out- 
strips his more aspiring neighbor. Any 
= result secured at the expense of 

ealth, honesty and happiness, is not suc- 
cess. Despise not little things. Life is 
made up of these. The question whether 
farming pays or not depends upon atten- 
tion to seemingly little things, that seem 
almost too trivial to mention. One of the 
important results of a successful career is 
the securing of a pleasant home. A man 
with nothing but money is poor indeed. 
The difference between an attractive, 
ee home, and one that is repulsive, 
jes largely in attention to little things, 
those that cost but little in either time or 
money. First, and chief of all, there 
should be a spirit of keeping things picked 
up. Have a place for everything. The 
dooryard should never be a catch-all for 
old vehicles, siovenly wood piles, machines 
and farm tools. Only a few disordered 
boards and boxes are necessary to give a 
slovenly tone to the whole place. Order is 
nature’s first law, and neatness her hand- 
maiden. With slight yy ne and ver 
little labor you may have a lawn that will 
bean object of yeneral attention. High- 
way repairers should have an eye to the 
neat and orderly, as wellas to the science 
of road construction. These things may 
seem trivial, but the grand and mighty 
ocean is but an accumulation of little rain 
drops. Front fences do no good and only 
serve tocumber the ground and disfigure 
the lawns. ‘Take your land as you find it, 
and without expensive grading make it 
luxuriant and tidy. A few flowers, a train- 
ing vine, and trees by the roadside will 
adorn any place. Remember that sim- 
plicity always looks better than over orna- 
mentation, and that large collections are 
not necessary adjuncts to good taste. 
Trees are the most beautiful thi in 
nature, and should not be overlooked. A 
pleasant home is restful. The dwelling 
need not be expensive; if only neatness 
and true simplicity reigns within and with- 
out, that home is always attractive to the
